BRITISH EMBASSY 
FIGHTS CLEAR OF 
RUBBER QUARREL 


Ignores Tilson State- 
ment—Opposition 
By Democrats 
; owe 'GTON, Jan. 26. 

—The British EKm- 
bassy does not prdpose to en- 
gage in any rubber contro- 
versy, it was made clear to-} 
day. It will not take official!) 
cognizance of the statements! 
made by Republican 
Leader Tilson regarding an 
address delivered Saturday by 
Sir Esme Howard, British 


Ambassador, before the Ad- 
vertising Club of New York. 


The British Ambassador's view- 
point is shared by many Democrats 
in the House, and yesterday Repre- 
sentative Tilman B. Parks of Ar- 
kansas, a member of the House In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, stat- 
ed that he did not concur in the 
statements of Mr.. Tilson, adding 
that the position of the British 
Government in protecting the pro- 
ducers of rubber is as reprehensi- 
ble_as the policy of the Republican 
Administration in restricting im- 
ports under the Fordney-McCumber 
act protecting the manufacturer. 

“Only a small percentage of 
the increase in the price of rub- 
ber goods is due to the British re- 
striction,” Mr. Parks declared. 
“The chief offender is the manu- 
facturer of rubber goods, and es- 
pecially the tire manufacturer. 
Any intelligent person knows that 
we cannot interfere with the re- 
strictions placed by the British 
Government and cannot even in- 
fluence its action. The chief of- 
fenders, in my judgment, are the 
manuiacturers of tires.”’

Is Now Effective 


New York. Jan. 26.—F. C. Chan- 
dler, president of the Chandler 
Motor Car Company, has an- 
nounced in a letter to stockholders 
that the plan for consolidation of

Declare Liquor Free- 
dom Ruinous to 
Auto Business 


Trenton, Nis J., Jan. 26.— 
Automobile dealers in this section 
are petitioning State Senator ‘ 
Roberts and Assemblyman 
Powell to oppose in the Legis- 
lature the proposed repeal of the 
state prohibition enforcement 
law. 

They are participating in what 
is said to be a statewide move- 
ment of dealers, especially those 
handling low and medium priced 
cars, to prevent the repeal on the 
ground that such legislative action 
will cost the automotive industry 
losses of millions of dollars a year. 

A repeal of enforcement that 
would encourage increased drink- 
ing by irresponsible’ drivers 
would be a two-edged sword 
against the automobile  busi- 
ness, the protesting dealers de- 
clare. Closing of the saloons, 
they say, has put hundreds of 
thousands of families in the au- 
tomobile buying class. A per-

other modern luxuries. 

An equally serious problem to 
the dealers is the drunken driver. 
Even under present conditions they 
say that fear of the intoxicated 
driver keeps a considerable num- 
ber of prospects from becoming 
full-fledged car owners. 

If the state ban ts lifted, encour- 
aging more drinking among drivers, 
dealers here claim it will be a vital 
thrust at the prosperity of their 
trade through frightening thou- 
sands of law-abiding, sober drivers 
from the roads.

BETTER AUTOMOBILES ARE BUILT,.BUICK WILL BUILD THEM 
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Production in 1925. ; 


EVISED figures just made public by the Department of 
. Commerce confirm the predictions that 1925 would be 
the record year in motor vehicle production. These statistics 


show that the outptit of passenger cars and trucks totaled 
4,153,249, which tops 1923, the previous record period, when ; 
the production was 4,086,997. 

It is interesting to note that while the motor truck out- 
put last year showed a considerable gain over the 1923 output 
of commercial vehicles, the passenger car total fell slightly ; 
below the former record year. In 1925 the output of trucks | 
was 474,922 against 392,760 in 1923. On the other hand in 
1925 passenger car production was 3,678,327 against 3,694,- 
237 in 1923. 

It should be noted also with regard to the above 

figures that those for 1925 do not include the out- 
put of Canadian factories manufacturing cars of 
American design, while the totals for 1923 do in- 
clude these figures. If we include the Canadian 
output for 1925 we would have a grand total pro- 
duction for 1925 of 4,314,636 to draw the direct 
comparison with 1923. This makes the record still 
more impressive. 

We are so used to tremendous production figures in this 
industry of ours that we do not always realize just how 
remarkable are the records that are constantly being sur- 
passed. For instance, the 1925 production of motor vehicles 
is half the total registration of both passenger cars and| 
motor trucks in so recent a year as 1919. The 1925 totat is! 
larger than the total registration in the world in 1914. 


A Year’s Death Toll 


EATH garnered 21,000 victims in automobile accidents 

of various kinds during the year 1925. This included 

grade crossing accidents and collisions between motor and 

other vehicles of different types. This marks an increase 
of about five per cent over the record for 1924. 

This is horrifying, but there are certain circumstances 
in connection with the figurés, as they are analyzed by the 
National Safety Council in Chicago, which are encouraging, 
or, to put it more accurately, give a basis for hope. For 
instance, Los Angeles, which has in the past: had a heavy 
accident and fatality list, this year actually decreased its 
previous total. Los Angeles has been stressing a safety 
campaign all year long. The southern California city has 
forced obedience to its traffic laws and has carried on 
educational work. Evidently its improved position in the 
accident ratings is due to this campaign. And right there 
lies the encouraging aspect of the whole matter. If Los 
Angeles can cut down on its accident list by enforcing the 
law and educating its people, so can other cities. The prob- 
lem now is to get all our urban centers to tackle the job 
in the same wholehearted manner that has brought success | 
te Los Angeles, | 

New York state also will show a remarkable | 
decrease in accidents and credit for this is given to 
the new driving license law. In this case we are 
rather inclined to give the credit td widespread ! 
safety campaigns and to educational work,

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Quality Standard 
For Rubber Urged 


New York, Jan. 26.—The Ameri- 
can Chemical Society has made 
public a report by R. P. Dinsmore, 
research director, on laboratory ex- 
periments he has made in an effort 
to find a formula by 
quality of rubber may be deter- 
mined, and by which the present 
variations in the quality of rubber 
may be eliminated. 

Mr. Dinsmore said that chemists 
disagreed on the kind of rubber 
they wanted, and that until they 
agreed on a formula the rubber 
growers could not produce a stan- 
dard quality. He said that varia- 
tions would continue to exist and 
to affect the finished product until 
a thorough scientific investigation 
had been made. Chemical science 
by such an investigation, he said, 
would ultimately have an important 
influence on the world rubber sit- 
uation. 

“It has caused tire technologists 
considerable concern,’’ Mr. Dins- 
more went on, “that the two most 
important constitutents of a tire— 
the fabric and the rubber—are most 
variable in quality and lend them- 
selves least to processing methods 
which might eliminate or average 
eut the variations.”

The rate at which 
the difference between the initial 
down payment and the full pur- 
chase price of;the car is financed 
is said to be the lowest yet offered 
through any automobile financing 
plan now in operation. 

The charges for the financial ac- 
commodation offered through this 
plan are not written into the down 
payment but are spread through 
the life of the purchase contract. 
Car buyers figure the down pay- 
ment on the delivered price of the 
car and not on this price plus the 
finance charges. 

This move on the part of Willys- 
Overland is one of the most im- 
portant yet made in automobile 
merchandising. 

In a statement regarding the 
general situation in car purchase 
finance arrangements Mr. Willys 
says:— 

“The down payment must be 
equitable and fair. The monthly 
payments must be sound and of 
a size that is convenient to the 
buyer. The important phase in 
this is, of course, the finance 
charge. 

“Spread over a money volume of 
between $2,5009000,000 and $3,000,- 
000,000 the rate charged for finance 
assumes large proportions. 

“Conditions in the operation of 
finance companies and the rates 
charged for financial accommoda- 
tion are changing rapidly at the 
present time. The manufacturer 
has realized that he could not con- 
tinue at his present rate of output 
unless he paid careful attention to 
this situation. 

“We are offering, through the 
Willys finance plan, an accommo- 
dation on such a basis that the 
minute the order is signed and the 
down payment made the dealer can 
immediately get the sum _ repre- 
sented by the loan from his bank.

tion has stiffened slightly, but less 
is heard of a possible general ad- 
vance. The Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany, subsidiary of the United 
States Steel Corporation, has forty 
out of fi#y-four furnaces in blast. 
Its Bellajre stack was blown in 
last week. The Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corporation has eleven out 
of twelve blast furnaces in opera- 


| tion. 


Prices of finished material are 
firm and little shading of pub- 
lished quotations has been noted. 
Semi-finished steel and scrap turne 
ed downward last week. Semt- 
finishef# steel had been strong for 
the past month and makers ex- 
pected further advances since out- 
put was sold for the entire first 
quarter. Expected demand failed 
to develop, however, and sheet bars 
have sold at $36 a ton compared 
with $38 a week ago. Some mills 
named quotations above $38 but no 
tonnage was sold above this level. 

Heavy melting steel scrap de- 
clined 50 cents a ton last week, 
quotations now ranging from $18.50 
to $19 a ton. Steel mills have 
shown practically ‘no interest in 
buying scrap recently and dealers’ 
stocks are fairly large. 

Buying of tin plate is heavy and 
specifications against contracts are 
coming to mills in good volume. 
American Sheet and Tin Plate is 
operating its tin plate mills at 89 
per cent. and its sheet mills at 85 
to 89 per ‘cent. 

After reaching new high levels in 
the middle of the week owing to 
demand from the West, coke prices 
were unseitled on Friday by re- 
ports that anthracite operators and 
miners had come to an agreement. 
Egg size of Connellsville coke was 
offered at $11 a ton, a decline of $1 
from the previous day. Dealers re- 
ported some cancellations of orders, 
Operators were of the opinion that 
any settlement of the strike would 
precipitate sharp reactions from 
prices, which are almost three times 
the quotations of a month ago. 


Profits of coke makers have been, 


enormous during the strike. Coke, 
which costs about $3 a ton to make, 
has sold for $12 after being 
crushed.

New York, Jan. 26.—Unusual 
strength and activity in the com- 
mon stock of the Jordan Motor Car 
Company were accompanied by ru- 
mors of pending merger develop- 
ments in which the names of Dodge 
Brothers and Hudson were promi- 
nently mentioned.
